Regina, Dec. 5.-—The present year’s 
crop of the Northwest Territorics 
promises to be the largest on record, 
the total yield of wheat, oats and 
barley estimated at 3,000,000 bush- 
els in excess of the crop of 1901, and 
being 14,279,920 bushels greater than 
the 1899 yield, the ral uk yield prior 

to 1901. 

J .Na..final, oficial estimate) 
been issued by the department of ag- 
riculture, Regina, but the crop bul- 
letin issuedin September gives the 
total acreage under crop in the Ter- 
ritories, together with an estimate of 
the yield based on the condition of 
the crop at that time. 

According to that bulletin the | 
yield was estimated at; Wheat 14,649,- 
500; oats, 10,725,500; barley, 844,000 
bushels, making the total yield of 
these three grains of 26,219,009 bush-
